Washington, April 2. — Secretary 
Root made public tb.e following cable- 
cram received at the war department 

from General MacArtliur: "Since his 
arrival at Manilla Agiiinaido has been 
at Malacanan investigating cotulitioiis 
in the arcliipelafio. He baa relied ai- 
moet entirely upon the tmtructlTe ad- 
vioe of Chfef Justice Arellano. As a 
r«sult he subscribed and swore to the 
declaration oar pace 11 of ny annual 
report" % 

The odth referred to la aa follows: 
"I hereby renounce all allegiance to 
any and all so-called revolutionary 
governments in the Philippine islands 
and recognize and accept the supreme 
authority of the Unlte^ .Stgtes df 
America therein. I do lofennly swear 
that I will bear true faith and allegl- 
ani <■ to that government; that I will 
at all times conduct myself as a 
fftlthful and law-abiding citizen of the 
■aid Jalands. and will not. either di 
rectly or Indirectly, hold correapon- 
dence with or give intelligence to an 
enemy of the United States, nor will 
1 abet, harbor or protect sueh enemy: 
that I impose upon myself these vol-^ 
untary obllgationa wlihout any menUl 
reservations or purpose of evaalon, so 
help me God." 

Four asterisks in th" cable?;rRm 
mark a passage withheld from publl- 
cation, about which the oillcials will 
aay nothing. 

Notwithstanding the takin? of the 
oath by Aguinaldo he v.ill be held as 
a prisoner by General MacArthur. It 
ia poaslble he may be granted more 
liberty of action, but he will not be 
afforded complete freedom for the 
present. Tlie action of Aguinaldo in 
taking the oath, it is believed at the 
war department, will hav a far-reach- 
ing effect In the pacification of the 
Philippines islands. 

Ripley's Case Called. 
Frankfort, Ky.. April 2.— The case 
of Captain Oamett D. Ripley, the 
Henry county captain of Taylor mili- 
tary company under indictment for 
complicity in the Goebel murder eon 
spiracy, was called. The list of wit 
nesaea for the commonwealth indi- 
cates that very much the same evi- 
dence as that brought out on the trial 
of Caleb Powers is to be brought out 
with some new fyeatures relating to 
the Rtpley case. So many wltneaaes on 
both sides filled to answer that the 
attorneys agreed to postpone the case 
•Bd call It for t rial next Tuesday. 

Tennessee's Constitution. 

Nashville, April 2.— The bill to au- 
thorize the calling of a constitiitif)nal 
convention was killed in tbe house lu 
the vote, standing 44 ayes to 47 noes. 
.A similar Mil was introduced early In 
the session, but was put to sleep. The 
measure was thi n tak< ii up and ap- 
proved by the Democratic caucus, but 
several Democrats bolted the caucus 
action and defeat followed. This puts 
and end to the constitutional oonvon- 
Uo^Mltatlon for this session. 

Chief Mutineer Shot. 

Cape Coast Castle, Gold Coast Col- 
ony, April 2. — The leader of the men 
belonging to the West African regi- 
ment who recently mutinied because 
thay were not returned to Sierra 
Leone at the time they underatood 
they were to be sent home, was court 
martialed and publicly shot. The rert 
of the mutineers have been shipped to 
the Island ot Sherbro, 40 miles from 
Sterr* Laona. 

Colorado Legislature Adjourned. 
Denver, April 2. — The legislature 
haa adjourned sine dl«. Tha sesaion 

expired by constltatlonalJ|mltatlons 
at midnight, but adjoumi^rat was not 
until three hours later. Republican 
members entered protest against all 
meMttres taaoted aftar midnight, in- 
cluding tha saw MvtnM bill, claim- 
ing that they v tsvalta under a de- 
dskm of the s upreme court 

Cabinet Meetifig. 

Washington, April 2.— The cabinet 
meeting was devoid of important dis- 
cussion. The Venezuelan situation 
was not considered. The administra- 
tion will await the arrival of Minister 
Loomis before deciding on further ac- 
tion. The session was devoted jnain- 
ly to the discussion of army matters.

Columbus, O.. April 2.— The vote In 

Ohio was unusually largo for the local 
elections of April. There were local 
option contests in soma viUages. The 
"drys" won at Lebanon, county seat 
of Warren county, and In many small- 
er places, but the "wets" claim they 
came out better than expected. 

The Democrats won in the large cit- 
ies, making their moat notable gain in 
Columbus, where John N. Hlnkle (D.) 
defeated Henry C. Taylor (U.) 
for mayor. Tom L. Johnson (D.) suc- 
ceeds John Farley (D.) as mayor of 
Cleveland, and Sam M. Jones was 
elected fbr a third term at Toledo. 

At Cincinnati there was no elec tlon. 
The Republicans won for minor of- 
fices at Dayton and elected M. L. Mil 
ligan mayor of Springfield, the first 
Republican mayor BpAngfleld has had 
tor eight years. Mr. Milligan is a 
brother-ln-law of Senator Fairbanks. 

With the exception of ("inciuiiati 
and Springfield the Democrats control 
All tha large cities, but the Republic- 
ans made gaina In almost all of the 
smaller cities and in the townships. 

Huntington Brown, Republican 
mayor of Mansfield one term, was 
defeated for re-election by Thomas R< 
Robiaon, former city solicitor, and the 
entire Democratic tic1(et was elected. 

Mayor Arthur Rowley and Marshal 
Sattig, Demoerats. were re-elected at 
Norwalk, the Republicans carrying 
the rest of the ticket • 

At Posto.ia Mayor Hughes (D.). 
candidate for a third term, was d 
feated by G W. Cunningham (R.). 

The Democrats by a close margin 
elected Dr. J L. Holden mayor of 
Zanesvllle, defeating Mayor Brels- 
ford: reelected Mayor John E. Smith 
at Piqua; elected Wallace D. Yaple 
mayor of ChilUcothe. and carried al- 
most the entire ticket at Sandusky, 
street commissioner being the excep- 
tion, the election cf John J. Molten for 
mayor being on a platform for wide 
open Sundays; J. G. Mader for mayor 
with other results mixed at Marion; 
James V. Vaughers for mayor and the 
entire ticket at Tiflln. 

The Republicans made a clean 
Bwc<>p at Akron, with William B. Doyle 
for mayor; re-elected Mayor Robert- 
son at Canton; Harry W. Mountain for 
mayor and the entire ticket at Iron- 
ton; re-elected Mayor John P. Means 
at Steulx nvlHe; Captain Creed Mil- 
strad and the entire ti( ket at Ports- 
mouth; Rev. George Matthews for 
mayor at Gallon : Robert J. Smith for 
mayor and entire ticket at Wooater.

Washington, April 2.— Charles H. 
Allen^ governor of Porto Rico, who

When he accepted tbe post, which he 
did reluctantly and only at the earn- 
est solicitation of the president, he 
premised to remain there. The time 
is w'j and he does not care to rem;;iu 
longer, although the president jvlll 
doubtless endeavor to persuade him 
to go back because of the work be has 
done, as well as the difflculty of fill- 
ing the plaee. Governor Allen can 
have his old place as assistant secre- 
tary of the navy if he wishes, as It 
waa understood when his successor 
was appointed it would be open to 
him on i'elin<<uisbing control of the 
affairs of I'oito Rico. 

No names have been sug^sted afc 
to Mr. Allen's successor, and possibly 
none will ba until he has formally 
tendered hla resignation.

— The supe- 
rior councillor of tbe Chinese lega- 
tion, Chu-We-Jte, is continuing the 
nagotlatlons as charge d'atfairee re- 
garding the Manchurian agreement. 
The Illness of the Chinese minister, 
Yang Yu, is new admitted to be due 
to apoplexy, which will Incapacitate 
him from work, probably for a lon^: 
period. It is said the loss of his es- 
tate through the destruction of a Chi- 
nese bank, coniln'ned with political 
cares, la undeimining his health. 

Unoflilclal observers scarcely under- 
stand how a doubt can possibly be en- 
tertained abroad that China will ulti- 
mately accept the Russian conditions 
after It Is appai'ent that no power Is 
willing to forcibly support China. For, 
it is urged, while Russia undoubtedly 
prefers to carry through her plans as 
made, her diplomatic position wou' 1 
suffer .IS little as her military posi 
tion from China's refusal to ae< ei)t 
what Russia regards as moderate 
conditions of wlthdrawaL

The matter of a franchise tax hau \oag 
b«en coBtidcKd ftvorably by many well 
up in tax mattere, ami has been recHV- 
iog couHiderable attention of late. The 
idea in its preaent form la to place a 
francbiee tax npon all profeH«iona1 men, 
BOch as doctors, lawyers, uiinisters &c., 
who, aa a rnle, are said to own but little 
IMI estate, and pay but little or no taxes. 

In speak in){ of the matter, ex State 
Senator John B. Waahbnrn, a member of 
tha City Decennial Board of Equaliaa- 
tioB, taid: 

"That is my idea exactly. I favor a 
tax of not less than $25 per year apon all 
each profeaaiona for their franebisea. It 
would be only right and just, and, in 
fact, an equalisation of the taxes among 
the people. I am an advoeate of the 
franchise tax." 

(juite a namber of other prominent 
property owners spoke in tbaaame atrain, 
and it is understood that as an outcome 
of the present agitation a bill antboriz- 
iuK the franchise tax will be framed and 
placed before the next I.««islaturt.
